Golden  Gate  Park  Road  Closures  OK'd 

John  F.  Kennedy  Drive  to  be  dosed  Saturdays  for  half  of  the  year

The  SF  Board  of  Supervisors 
has  approved,  by  a  9-2  vote,  a 
plan  to  close  a  portion  of  John  F. 
Kennedy  Drive  in  Golden  Gate 
Park  on  Saturdays. 

The  agreement  calls  for  JFK 
Drive  to  be  closed  between 
Hagiwara  Tea  Garden  Drive  and 
Transverse  Drive,  from  the  first 
Saturday  in  April  until  the  last 
Saturday  in  September,  from  6 
a.m.  to  6  p.m.  As  well.  Middle 
Drive,  which  is  already  closed  to 


vehicular  traffic  on  Saturdays, 
will  be  repaved  and  a.  concession 
stand  will  be  open  for  those  who 
want  a  car-free  space.  The  agree¬ 
ment  between  the  parties  will  last 
for  five  years. 

The  original  proposal  would 
have  closed  JFK  Drive  between 
Kezar  Drive  and  Transverse 
Drive. 

The  street  closure  agreement 
was  hammered  out  in  April  be¬ 
tween  forces  that  wanted  to  close 
the  park  to  traffic  Saturdays  and 
those  who  did  not  want  it  closed. 


Negotiations  were  carried  out  un¬ 
der  the  auspices  of  Mayor  Gavin 
Newsom’s  office  over  the  course 
of  several  days. 

According  to  Ron  Miguel,  the 
president  of  the  Planning 
Association  for  the  Richmond 
(PAR),  the  two  variables  the  ne¬ 
gotiating  teams  had  to  work  with 
were  time  and  space.  The  two 
sides  ended  up  splitting  the  two 
variables  down  the  middle. 

The  supervisors  had  voted  to 
close  the  main  street  in  the  east¬ 
ern  end  of  the  park  last  year,  but 


the  mayor  vetoed  the  measure. 
With  the  votes  of  four  supervi¬ 
sors,  the  veto  was  upheld. 

But  the  sponsor  of  the  plan. 
District  1  Supervisor  Jake 
McGoldrick,  reintroduced  the 
plan  in  March.  One  of  the  super¬ 
visors  who  originally  voted  to 
uphold  the  veto.  Supervisor 
Bevan  Dufty,  said  he  was  waver¬ 
ing  on  his  original  opposition  to 
the  plan  and  signaled  his  intent  to 
revisit  the  issue.  Without  the  pos¬ 
sibility  of  four  votes  necessary  to 
uphold  a  mayoral  veto,  the  may¬ 
or’s  office  scrambled  to  reach  a 
compromise. 

Negotiating  for  the  pro-clo¬ 
sure  forces  were  Rick  Galbreath 
(Sierra  Club),  Jean  Fraser,  David 
Miles  (California  Outdoor 
Rollersports  Association),  Leah 
Shahum  (SF  Bicycle  Coalition), 
and  Michael  Smith  (SF  Walk). 

Negotiating  for  those  who 
wanted  to  keep  JFK  Drive  open 
to  traffic  on  Saturdays  were:  John 
Buchanan  (M.H.  de  Young 
Memorial  Museum),  Mary  Harris 
(District  1 1  Council),  Pat  Kilduff 
(California  Academy  of 
Sciences),  Tomasita  Medal  (Park 
Access  for  All),  Miguel  (PAR), 
and  Michele  Stratton  (North  Park 
Neighbors). 

Others  who  participated  in  a 
part  of  the  proceedings  included 
Judy  Berkowitz  (Coalition  for 
San  Francisco  Neighborhoods) 
and  Tim  Hombecker  (ARC). 

Voters  rejected  two  measures 
city  wide  in  2000  that  would  have 
closed 'the  park  roads  on 
Saturdays.  But  with  Dufty ’s  wa¬ 
vering,  several  participants  said

After  a  complex  -  and  not  al¬ 
ways  harmonious  -  dialogue  that 
began  in  2003  between  the 
Presidio  Trust  and  neighborhood 
groups  over  the  future  of  the 
long-shuttered  Public  Health 
Service  Hospital  at  15th  Avenue 
and  Lake  Street,  an  agreement 
has  finally  been  reached,  and  the 
site  will  soon  bloom  once  again 
with  new  life  and  purpose. 

“It  represents  a  win-win  for 
the  neighborhood  and  the  park,” 
said  Claudia  Lewis,  president  of 
Richmond  Presidio  Neighbors, 
one  of  the  groups  actively  in¬ 
volved  in  the  planning  discus¬ 
sions  for  the  property. 

“We  are  very  gratified  that  the 
Presidio  Trust  listened  to  our 
concerns  and  came  up  with  a 
plan  that  was  acceptable  to  our 
neighborhood,”  she  said. 

The  plan  selected,  known  offi¬ 
cially  as  Alternative  3,  represents 
a  sharp  departure  from  what  had 
been  originally  envisioned  for 
the  property.  Instead  of  up  to  391 
condominiums,  there  will  be  186 
units  of  market-rate  rental  hous¬ 
ing.  Neighborhood  groups  had 
been  particularly  concerned 
about  increased  density,  pollution 
and  traffic  to  the  area. 

“The  plan  represents  a  50  per¬ 
cent  reduction  in  the  number  of 
units  originally  under  discus¬ 
sion,”  Lewis  stated. 

The  property  will  have  an  en¬ 
trance  at  14th  Avenue  and 
California  Street  and  an  exit  at 
15th  Avenue  and  California.  A 
transit  hub  will  also  be  developed 
nearby  to  encourage  tenant  use  of 
public  transportation.  To  mitigate 
neighborhood  traffic  concerns, 
the  Trust  has  also  made  a  com¬ 
mitment  to  develop  a  compre¬ 
hensive  traffic  plan  and  to  moni¬ 
tor  the  traffic  flow  in  the  area  for 
the  next  five  years.

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The  Case  for  Recalling  McGoldrick

The  effort  to  recall  SF 
Supervisor  Jake  McGoldrick  is  in 
full  swing.  Fundraising  has  al¬ 
ready  begun  and  soon,  a  major 
petition  drive  will  be  started  to 
put  McGoldrick  on  the  ballot  so 
Richmond  District  voters  will 
have  the  opportunity  to  vote 
“Yea”  or  “Nay”  on  his  continued 
service  at  the  board. 

McGoldrick’s  “crimes” 
against  the  community  are  many, 
and  varied.  Last  month,  I  wrote 
some  2,600  words  about  some  of 
McGoldrick’s  treasonous  activi¬ 
ties,  including: 

•  His  effort  to  close  Golden 
Gate  Park  to  vehicles  on 
Saturdays; 


•  His  overseeing  of  the  inser¬ 
tion  of  a  single  paragraph,  which 
was  buried  deep  in  the  middle  of 
a  10-page  proposition. 
Proposition  K  passed  in  2003, 
which  mandated  that  the  city  re¬ 
move  two  traffic  lanes  on  Geary 
Boulevard  so  that  they  could 
only  be  used  for  Muni  Bus  Rapid 
Transit  (BRT). 

The  plan  would  dump  about 
600  vehicles  on  other  Richmond 
District  roads  during  peak  times 
-  126  per  hour  on  California 
Street  alone  -  and  violates  the 
city’s  General  Plan,  which  calls 
for  funneling  neighborhood  traf¬ 
fic  onto  Geary  Boulevard  to  im¬ 
prove  safety  for  pedestrians  and 


bicyclists  on  the  district’s  sec¬ 
ondary  roads.  Keeping  his  con¬ 
stituents  in  the  dark  in  order  to 
pass  the  proposition  was  unethi¬ 
cal,  according  to  my  moral  com¬ 
pass. 

Despite  proposing  to  spend  up 
to  $200  million  for  BRT,  the  bus 
program  will  not  add  a  single 
seat  of  capacity  -  riders  will  still 
be  jam-packed  into  buses,  many 
of  them  standing,  while  the  bus 
lurches  from  stop  to  stop; 

•  His  failure  to  support  Geary 
merchants  in  their  call  for  an 
economic  impact  study  regarding 
the  Geary  BRT; 

•  His  attempted  thumping  of 
families  who  own  a  single-family 
home  in  a  district  zoned  for  two 
units,  who  want  to  expand  their 
properties  by  making  them  pay 
huge  taxes,  perhaps  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  dollars,  into  the 
city’s  Inclusionary  Housing 
Fund.  Fortunately,  the  other  two 
supervisors  on  the  Land  Use  and

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City  seeks  input  to  improve  District  streetscape

About  30  residents,  officials 
and  city  planners  gathered  at  the 
Rochambeau  Playground 
Clubhouse  in  the  Richmond 
District  April  18  for  a  public 
meeting  to  discuss  better  city 
streets  planning  in  San  Francisco. 

As  part  of  the  adaptation  of 
the  Better  Streets  Ordinance  of 
2006,  initiated  by  Mayor  Gavin 
Newsom  and  District  1 
Supervisor  Jake  McGoldrick,  the 
community  meeting  was  part  of 
San  Francisco’s  Better  Streets 
Program  aimed  to  “result  in  a 
street  system  designed  to  pro¬ 


mote  human  needs  for  the  use 
enjoyment  of  public  streets.” 

“This  is  basic.  To  have  a  en¬ 
joyable  place  to  be,  to  have  an 
enjoyable  place  to  feel  good 
when  you’re  standing  in  the 
City,”  noted  McGoldrick. 

Greeted  by  a  welcoming  table 
full  of  information,  community 
members  were  encouraged  to 
participate  in  a  citywide  survey 
and  to  place  sticky  dots  onto  a 
large  city  map  labeling  streets 
that  work  in  the  city  and  streets 
that  need  work. 

A  large  number  of  dots  repre¬ 
senting  the  latter  were  put  near 
the  Ingleside  District,  Mission 


District  and  areas  around  Potrero 
Hill.  On  one  dot  placed  on  the 
Bayshore  Freeway,  one  partici¬ 
pant  wrote  that  the  street’s  condi¬ 
tion  was  “inhumane  and  un¬ 
healthy.” 

Small  group  discussions  fol¬ 
lowed  the  main  presentation. 
Many  residents  echoed  a  need  for 
stricter  street  law  enforcement, 
better  integration  of  bicycle  lanes 
and  a  dampening  of  excessive 
noise  throughout  the  neighbor¬ 
hood. 

The  meeting  was  a  joint  effort 
by  various  city  agencies,  includ¬ 
ing  the  Mayor’s  Office  on 
Disability,  SF  Public  Utility 
Commission,  SF  Planning 
Department,  Municipal  Trans¬ 
portation  Agency,  and  the  SF 
Department  of  Public  Works. 

“This  is  quite  extraordinary. 
We  have  all  of  these  key  agencies 
quite  literally  in  the  same  room 
at  the  same  time  . . .  It’s  sort  of  an 
alphabet  soup  that  is  unprece¬ 
dented  and  represents  a  once-in- 
a-generation  opportunity.  We  are 
really  excited,”  said  Director  of 
City  Greening  Dan  Sider. 

According  to  presentation  giv¬ 
en  by  Municipal  Transportation 
Agency  representative  Frank 


Markowitz,  streets  make  up  25 
percent  of  San  Francisco’s  land 
area,  a  significant  amount  consid¬ 
ering  private  lots  only  make  up 
58  percent  of  the  total  land  area, 
follow  by  17  percent  for  parks. 

“We’ll  be  working  on  a  frame¬ 
work  for  implementation,  which 
is  the  funding  and  strategies 
needed  to  actually  help  put  the 
improvements  in  place,” 
Markowitz  said. 

He  said  the  “cookbook”  will 
consider  good  designs  for  street 
lights  and  landscaping,  and  will 
consider  corner  sidewalk  exten¬ 
sions.” 

Currently,  some  of  the  ideas 
are  already  in  some  ongoing  pro¬ 
jects,  such  as  the  planning  of 
Executive  Park  and  Leland 


Concerned  neighbors  in  the 
Outer  Richmond  got  together 
April  3  to  discuss  the  deteriorat¬ 
ing  conditions  at  the  Cabrillo 
Playground,  located  on  38th 
Avenue  between  Fulton  and 
Cabrillo  streets. 

According  to  Devi  Joseph,  a 
resident  who  lives  near  the  park, 
the  playground  has  become  a 


Avenue  in  Visitation  Valley,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Senior  Urban 
Designer  David  Alumbaugh  of 
the  city’s  Planning  Department. 

“I  think  the  biggest  challenge 
is  to  get  the  city  family  to  work 
together.  I  think  any  agency  will 
tell  you  that  it’s  hard  to  get  all 
the  agencies  to  work  together  to¬ 
ward  the  same  goal.  And  I  think 
the  next  challenge  would  be 
making  sure  they’re  cared  for 
and  making  sure  we  get  the  ade¬ 
quate  funding  to  make  the 
changes,”  Alumbaugh  said. 

“I  think  it’s  a  worthwhile  ef¬ 
fort  to  try  to  come  up  with  a 
more  consistent  approach  to 
streetscape  planning  in  the  City,” 
said  event  participant  and  Inner 
Richmond  resident  John  Thomas. 


haven  at  night  for  juvenile  delin¬ 
quents  during  the  past  couple  of 
years.  There  is  late-night  party¬ 
ing,  with  smoking,  drinking  and 
cars  driving  in  the  playground. 
The  site  is  often  littered  with  bro¬ 
ken  bottles,  cigarette  butts  and 
feces. 

Joseph  said  the  site  has  been 
without  a  gardener  for  about  a 
year.  She  said  a  new  gardener 
had  been  hired  by  the  SF 
Recreation  and  Park  Department 
to  help  care  for  the  playground, 
but  that  gardener  was  transferred 
to  the  North  Beach  after  a  news 
story  pointed  out  the  sad  state  of 
affairs  at  a  playground  toilet 
there. 

The  neighbors  will  hold  an¬ 
other  meeting  on  May  8,  at  6:30 
p.m.,  tentatively  scheduled  to  be 
held  at  the  playground’s  club¬ 
house.  For  more  information,  call

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Geary  BRT  plan  moves  to  TA  for 
Economic  Impact  Report

The  Geary  Citizens  Advisory 
Committee  (GCAC)  voted  at  its 
final  meeting  on  April  26  to 
move  forward  with  the  Geary 
Bus  Rapid  Transit  (BRT)  system, 
which  would  create  bus-only 
lanes  along  Geary  Boulevard,  be¬ 
tween  Van  Ness  Avenue  and  33rd 
Avenue.  The  GCAC  recom¬ 
mended  that  the  SF  County 
Transportation  Authority  (TA)  be 
authorized  to  initiate  an 
Environmental  Impact  Report  for 
the  project. 

The  GCAC,  composed  of  20 
members  representing  the 
Richmond  and  other  stakehold¬ 
ers,  was  also  scheduled  to  vote 
on  whether  to  accept  a  BRT 
study  draft  report  as  presented  to 
them  by  the  TA,  but  some  com¬ 
mittee  members  had  concerns 
with  the  report  so  a  vote  was  can¬ 
celled. 

“It  appears  the  authors  of  the 
study  had  a  predetermined  fa¬ 
vorite,”  said  James  Misener,  a 
GCAC  member. 

“My  constituents  want  im¬ 
proved  service.  They  want  BRT, 
but  I’m  not  comfortable  with  this 
report,”  added  Suzanne  Tucker, 
another  GCAC  member. 

YMCAs  host

The  Richmond  and 
Stonestown  YMCAs  held  their 
first-ever  “You  Belong  to  the  Y” 
events  in  April.

Rather  than  voting  on  whether 
or  not  to  approve  the  report,  the 
committee  decided  to  vote  on 
whether  or  not  the  five  proposed 
Geary  transportation  alternatives, 
as  described  in  the  report,  were 
feasible.  The  GCAC  passed  the 
motion  with  three  members  vot¬ 
ing  against  it. 

The  committee  also  voted  to 
recommend  bus-only  lanes  in  the 
center  of  Geary  Boulevard  as  the 
preferred  configuration  for  the 
Geary  BRT  system. 

From  the  four  possible  BRT 
design  options,  two  involves  cre¬ 
ating  dedicated  bus  lanes  along 
the  sides  of  the  road  and  two 
would  create  dedicated  bus  lanes 
in  the  center  of  the  road.  The  oth¬ 
er  option  is  the  “baseline”  option, 
which  would  leave  the  Muni  #38 
bus  route  as  it  is  but  with  some 
improvements. 

According  to  the  TA,  the  BRT 
design  alternatives  include  fewer 
bus  stops,  real-time  bus  arrival 
information,  ticket  vending  ma¬ 
chines,  new  buses  and  new  traffic 
signals  that  can  be  manipulated 
so  buses  spend  less  time  at  red 
lights. 

As  described  in  the  draft  re¬ 
port,  computer  models  were  used 
to  predict  future  demand  for  pub¬ 
lic  transportation  along  Geary. 
Using  these  models,  the  TA  esti¬ 
mates  that  if  the  BRT  system  is 
implemented,  transit  travel  time 
will  decrease  by  up  to  30  percent 
and  transit  ridership  will  increase 
by  as  much  as  25  percent.  An  in¬ 
crease  in  ridership  is  anticipated 
because  it  is  expected  that  more 
riders  will  be  attracted  to  BRT 
and  not  use  their  vehicles. 

The  report  specifies  that  the 
center  bus-only  lane  BRT  options 
would  provide  the  greatest  over¬ 
all  benefit  due  to  its  physically 
separated  transit  lane,  which 
would  allow  buses  to  run  without 
interference  from  other  vehicles. 

An  Environmental  Impact 


Report  and  preliminary  engineer¬ 
ing  are  scheduled  to  begin  in  the 
fall  of  2007  and  last  up  to  one- 
and-a-half  years.  The  final  design 
for  the  Geary  BRT  will  be  decid¬ 
ed  by  2010.  The  first  service  may 
begin  as  early  as  20 1 1 . 

Construction,  which  is  esti¬ 
mated  to  take  about  one-and-a- 
half  years,  will  be  carried  out  a 
few  blocks  at  a  time. 

Opposition  to  Geary  BRT  has 
come  from  merchants  and  some 
neighborhood  groups,  which  are 
concerned  that  the  loss  of  traffic 
lanes  on  Geary  will  force  cars 
onto  neighboring  streets. 
Merchants  also  say  that  poten¬ 
tially  fewer  parking  spaces,  due 
to  reconfiguring  the  road,  will 
discourage  shoppers  from  com¬ 
ing  to  the  Richmond  District. 

The  Geary  BRT  plan  is  pro¬ 
jected  to  cost  between  $172  mil¬ 
lion  and  $212  million,  depending 
on  which  of  the  BRT  design  al¬ 
ternatives  are  chosen.  Most  of 
the  funding  for  the  project  will 
come  from  Proposition  K,  an  in¬ 
crease  in  the  sales  tax,  which  will 
provide  $30  million  to  $40  mil¬ 
lion.  and  the  federal  Small  Starts 
program,  which  will  provide  $75 
million. 

Prop.  K  was  a  half-cent  in¬ 
crease  in  the  sales  tax,  approved 
by  voters  in  2003,  to  allow  for 
maintenance  and  upgrading  the 
city’s  transportation  system. 

BRT  systems  are  being  pro¬ 
posed  for  Van  Ness  and  Potrero 
avenues  as  well.  These  systems, 
together  with  Geary  BRT,  will 
connect  to  Muni's  existing  light- 
rail  lines  to  create  a  citywide 
rapid  transit  system. 

The  BRT  study  draft  report 
will  be  reviewed  by  the  TA’s 
Plans  and  Programs  Committee 
on  May  8.  After  collecting  com¬ 
ments  from  the  GCAC  and  the 
public,  a  final  report  will  be  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  full  TA  Board  on 
May  22.

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Hepatitis  B  strikes  Asian  populations  hard

Less  than  one  person  in  a 
thousand  throughout  the  United 
States  is  infected  with  Hepatitis 
B.  However,  among  the  Asian- 
Pacific  Islander  population  in 
San  Francisco,  more  than  one  in 
10  has  the  disease,  and  concern 
has  escalated  among  the  city’s 
health  experts,  community  lead¬ 
ers  and  government  officials  over 
the  prevalence  of  the  virus, 
which  can  lead  to  severe  prob¬ 
lems  in  the  liver,  cancer  and 
death. 

Ted  Fang,  director  of  the 
Asian  Week  Foundation,  is  cur¬ 
rently  helping  to  launch  the  Hep. 
B  Free  Campaign,  a  collabora¬ 
tion  of  doctors,  hospitals,  health 
centers  and  local  politicians 
aimed  at  testing  and  vaccinating 
or  treating  every  adult  Asian  resi¬ 
dent  of  San  Francisco. 

“A  lot  of  people  are  helping 
here  and  there,  but  we  want  to 
coordinate  that  into  one  concert¬ 
ed  effort  to  create  a  safety  net,” 
Fang  said. 

Janet  Zola,  a  health  educator 
with  the  San  Francisco 


Department  of  Public  Health,  re¬ 
ports  that  the  frequency  of 
Hepatitis  B  in  the  Asian-Pacific 
Islander  sector  of  the  city’s  resi¬ 
dents  can  be  attributed  to  immi¬ 
grants  who  were  never  tested  for 
the  virus  in  their  native  countries. 

“A  Hep.  B  vaccine  is  required 
for  entry  into  public  schools  in 
San  Francisco,  but  that  doesn’t 
help  with  foreign-born  adults,” 
she  said. 

Hepatitis  B  is  transmitted  via 
blood-mixing,  and  the  most  com¬ 
mon  means  of  acquiring  the  virus 
are  sexual  activity  and  inheriting 
the  disease  at  birth  from  an  in¬ 
fected  mother.  Hepatitis  B  is  100 
times  more  infectious  than  HIV, 
and  after  transmission  the  virus 
may  reside  dormant  in  the  body 
for  decades  before  attacking  the 
liver.  This  has  prompted  the 
nickname  “the  silent  killer,”  al¬ 
though  damage  to  the  body  does 
occur  during  the  virus’  dorman¬ 
cy. 

A  vaccine  is  available,  but  the 
difficulty,  according  to  Zola,  lies 
in  identifying  those  infected. 

“We  want  to  find  these  people 
and  help  them,”  she  said.  “This  is

exciting  because  it’s  something 
we  can  do  something  about.  We 
have  an  excellent  vaccine,  good 
testing  methods,  good  counseling 
and  advice,  and  quality  treat¬ 
ments.” 

The  vaccine  for  Hepatitis  B 
consists  of  three  injections  and  is 
considered  extremely  effective.  It 
has  been  used  in  half  a  billion 
cases  around  the  world  since  its 
creation  in  the  ’80s,  and  the 
World  Health  Organization,  im¬ 
pressed  by  its  effectiveness  and 
safety,  has  called  it  the  “first  anti¬ 
cancer  vaccine.” 

Hepatitis  B,  after  all,  is  the 
leading  cause  of  liver  cancer,  a 
disease  which  kills  Asian  males 
in  San  Francisco  at  a  rate  faster 
than  anywhere  else  in  the  nation. 

Eighty-seven  percent  of  the 
Asian-Pacific  Islander  population 
in  San  Francisco  is  estimated  to 
have  health  insurance,  according 
to  Fang.  The  goal  of  the  Hep  B 
Free  Campaign  is  to  direct  these 
people  to  their  doctors  for  treat¬ 
ment,  if  necessary. 

Meanwhile;  the  campaign’s 
monetary  funding  and  material 
resources  will  go  largely  toward 


testing  and  treating  the  remaining 
residents  who  have  no  coverage, 
many  of  whom  are  undocument¬ 
ed  citizens  and  are  not  able  to  ac¬ 
quire  health  insurance 

Last  year.  Fang  assisted  the 
Asian  Liver  Center  in  organizing 
and  establishing  a  free  Hepatitis 
B  testing  clinic  at  the  annual 
Asian  Heritage  Street 
Celebration.  A  tent  was  erected 
and  in  five  hours  clinicians  tested 
536  people.  Twelve  percent  test¬ 
ed  positive  for  Hepatitis  B. 

Fang,  seeing  the  interest 
among  the  community  in  getting 
tested  and  the  obvious  need  for 
medical  aid,  was  inspired  to  do 
more. 

“It  was  clearly  a  crisis  in  the 
community,  but  with  some  level 
of  hope.  There  is  the  problem, 
the  interest  and  also  the  solution. 
Our  goals  are  more  ambitious 
than  almost  anyone  can  imagine, 
but  in  my  life  I’ve  seen  that  you 
can  make  things  happen  if  there’s 
a  will,”  Fang  said. 

Leaders  of  San  Francisco’s 
Asian  community  and  those  of 
the  Hep.  B  Free  Campaign  held  a 
press  conference  before  the  cam-

•  paign’s  launch  celebration  at  the 
New  Asia  Restaurant  on  April 
25.  Speakers  addressed  a  small 
gathering  on  the  challenges  faced 
by  the  community  and  on  the  ob¬ 
jectives  of  the  project. 

“We  have  to  get  the  word  out 
about  this  campaign,”  said  Fang, 
who  led  the  press  conference. 
“We  need  to  take  steps  to  eradi¬ 
cate  this  silent  killer  from  our 
community.” 

Mayor  Gavin  Newsom  ad¬ 
dressed  the  audience  and  pointed 
out  that  San  Francisco  today  like¬ 
ly  houses  well  over  the  34-per- 
cent  Asian  population  level 
recorded  at  the  last  census. 

“We,  as  San  Franciscans,  have 
a  special  responsibility  to  raise 
awareness  among  people  who 
have  Hepatitis  B,  especially 
those  who  don’t  know  it,” 
Newsom  said. 

The  Hep.  B  Free  Campaign 
has  received  strong  endorsement 
from  Assemblywoman  Fiona 
Ma,  has  received  nationwide 
press  coverage,  and  is  currently 
being  watched  by  cities  around 
the  nation  as  a  potential  model 
for  eliminating  Hepatitis  B  from 
their  communities  as  well,  said 
Newsom. 

“This  campaign  is  the  most 
comprehensive  of  its  kind  any¬ 
where  in  America,”  he  said. 

Dr.  Samuel  So,  a  surgeon  at 
Stanford’s  Asian  Liver  Center, 
said  two-thirds  of  those  with 
Hepatitis  B  in  San  Francisco  do 
not  know  they  carry  the  disease, 
yet  he  expressed  confidence  in 
combating  the  disease. 

“We  have  a  very  ambitious 
goal:  the  global  eradication  of 
Hepatitis  B.  Get  tested.  Get  vac¬ 
cinated.  We  have  to  put  a  stop  to 
this,”  So  said. 

On  May  19,  a  free  drop-in 
Hepatitis  B  testing  clinic  will 
again  be  available  at  the  Asian 
Heritage  Street  Celebration,  to  be 
held  this  year  at  Fifth  and 
Howard  streets.  All  untested  peo¬ 
ple  are  encouraged  to  visit. 

Arrest  made 
in  domestic 
violence 
murder 

The  SF  District  Attorney’s 
Office  has  successfully  extradited 
a  suspect  from  Mexico  who  al¬ 
legedly  killed  a  Richmond 
District  woman  in  October  2000. 

Tari  Ramirez  was  extradited 
from  Cancun  to  face  charges  in 
the  murder  of  28-year-old  Claire 
Tempongko,  who  had  attained  a 
restraining  order  against  Ramirez 
because  of  domestic  violence 
charges.  Despite  the  restraining 
order,  Ramirez  was  able  to  enter 
the  victim’s  apartment  on  22nd 
Avenue  where  he  allegedly 
stabbed  her  to  death. 

According  to  District 
Attorney  Kamala  Harris,  the 
murder  served  as  a  “wake  up 
call”  that  helped  city  agencies 
become  more  responsive  to  the 
victims  of  domestic  violence. 
The  action  was  a  catalyst  for  the 
police  department,  District 
Attorney’s  Office  and  adult  pro¬ 
bation  departments  to  better 
communicate  with  one  another. 

Ramirez  was  arrested  in 
Mexico  in  June  2006  but  fought 
his  extradition  to  the  United 
States.  He  was  arraigned  in  court 
April  16,  where  bail  was  denied 
by  Judge  Kathleen  Kelly. 

On  April  23,  Ramirez  entered 
a  plea  of  not  guilty.

Economic  Development 
Committee  agreed  to  send  the 
proposal  back  to  the  mayor’s  of¬ 
fice  and  SF  Planning  Department 
for  further  review; 

•  His  attempted  rewrite  of  the 
SF  Planning  Code,  which  would 
have  limited  the  public’s  right  to 
a  Discretionary  Review  hearing 
at  the  SF  Planning  Commission; 

•  His  introduction  of  legisla¬ 
tion  to  limit  the  number  of  tenan- 
cies-in-common  allowed  in  the 
City  each  year  to  100,  despite  the 
city’s  voters  saying  in  2000  that 
such  limitations  should  not  be  al¬ 
lowed.  Tenancies-in-common  al¬ 
low  renters  to  purchase  the  apart¬ 
ment  building  they  live  in,  giving 
them  an  affordable  way  to  own  a 
home  in  San  Francisco.

Update  on  Golden  Gate 
Park  Road  Closures 

In  May,  the  SF  Board  of 
Supervisors  voted  to  close 
Golden  Gate  Park  on  Saturdays  — 
in  spite  of  San  Francisco  resi¬ 
dents  who  voted  twice  to  not 
close  the  park. 

One  of  the  ballot  measures 
city  voters  rejected  in  2000 
asked:  “Shall  the  city  close  John 
F.  Kennedy  Drive  in  Golden  Gate 
Park  to  automobile  traffic  on 


Saturdays  after  the  Music 
Concourse  parking  facility  is 
opened?”  A  whopping  62  percent 
of  the  voting  public  citywide  said 
“No.” 

But  that  didn’t  matter  to 
McGoldrick,  who  brought  the  is¬ 
sue  up  at  the  SF  Board  of 
Supervisors  not  once,  but  twice. 

Last  year,  the  mayor  vetoed 
the  measure  and  four  supervisors 
supported  the  will  of  the  people 
to  keep  the  supervisors  from 
overriding  the  mayor’s  veto. 

But  this  year.  Supervisor 
Bevan  Dufty  said  his  support  for 
the  voters  was  wavering  and  that 
he  might  vote  for  the  closures. 

Without  the  four  votes  needed 
to  uphold  a  mayoral  veto,  the 
mayor  set  off  frantic  negotiations 
with  several  groups  to  reach  a 
last-minute  compromise. 

Because  of  Dufty’s  assertion, 
several  of  the  neighborhood  ne¬ 
gotiators  said  they  felt  like  a 
“gun  was  pointed  at  their  heads” 
and  that  they  had  to  work  on  a 
deal  to  limit  the  damage  -  partial 
closures  would  be  better  than  to¬ 
tal  Saturday  closures. 

McGoldrick  used  a  rase  about 
“healthy  Saturdays”  to  rally  sup¬ 
port  for  the  closures  -  support 
that  came  almost  exclusively 
from  members  of  the  SF  Bicycle 
Coalition.  In  the  interest  of  sup¬ 
porting  the  coalition, 

McGoldrick  sold  out  the  people 
he  is  supposed  to  represent  -  the 
people  of  the  Richmond  who  vot¬ 
ed  for  him. 

Sunset  District  resident  Benny 
Wright  teaches  black  history.  She 
was  distraught  that  the  supervi¬ 
sors  would  openly  disregard  a 
vote  of  the  people. 

“I  can’t  tell  people  anymore 
that  their  vote  counts,”  she  said. 


For  more  details  about  the 
Saturday  closures  in  Golden  Gate 
Park,  read  the  news  story  in  this 
paper  on  page  1 . 

Supervisor  MIA 

Our  supervisor  has  also  been 
missing  in  action  in  regard  to 
many  important  quality-of-life  is¬ 
sues  in  the  district,  often  ducking 
the  people  and  community 
groups  who  need  his  help. 

For  example: 

•  Sunset  District  businessman 
Scott  Hauge,  who  has  an  insur¬ 
ance  business  on  Taraval  Street 
and  who  is  founder  of  SF  Small 
Business  Advocates,  said  he  tried 
for  a  year  to  meet  or  talk  with 
McGoldrick  about  extending  the 
city’s  Clean  Tech.  Tax  Credit  to 
small  businesses  -  to  no  avail. 

“He’s  ignored  us,”  Hauge 
said. 

The  tax  credit  is  for  business¬ 
es  with  10  to  100  employees  with 
a  payroll  of  $167,000  or  more. 
Hauge  wants  to  extend  the  credit 
to  any  business  with  a  payroll  of 
$167,000  or  more,  which  could 
include  businesses  with  as  few  as 
two  or  three  employees. 

Fortunately  for  small  busi¬ 
nesses,  District  4  Supervisor  Ed 
Jew  has  introduced  legislation  to 
extend  the  tax  credit  to  help 
small  businesses  become  more 
environmentally  friendly. 

•  Robert  Bakewell,  an 
Arguello  Boulevard  resident,  has 
been  working  to  restore  the  oak 
woodland  in  the  northeast  corner 
of  Golden  Gate  Park.  He  said  he 
has  tried  to  get  the  support  of  the 
district’s  supervisor,  without  suc¬ 
cess. 

“I  have  found 
Supervisor 
McGoldrick  to  be 
unresponsive  to 
my  attempts  to 
gain  his  support 
for  the  Golden 
Gate  Park  oak 
woodland  efforts,”  he  said. 

•  When  the  Institute  on  Aging 
and  Bridge  Housing  proposed  a 
large-scale  project  at  the  site  of 
the  closed  Coronet  Theater  on 
Geary  Boulevard,  neighborhood 
groups  in  the  area  had  concerns 
about  the  scope  of  the  project, 
and  how  it  would  affect  the  sur¬ 
rounding  neighborhoods. 

The  Francisco  Heights 
Neighborhood  Association, 

Laurel  Heights  Improvement 
Association  and  Laurel  Heights 
Homeowners  Association  had 
concerns  about  the  project.  They 
wanted  the  six-story,  72-foot-tall, 
230,000-square-foot  building 
scaled  back  and  wanted  more 
parking  added  to  mitigate  im¬ 
pacts  on  the  surrounding  neigh¬ 
borhoods.  Despite  having  hun¬ 
dreds  of  IOA  employees  working 
at  the  site,  the  original  plan  only 
called  for  67  parking  spaces. 

One  group,  the  Francisco 
Heights  Neighborhood  Associ¬ 
ation,  had  to  sue  to  seek  redress. 

When  I  asked  McGoldrick 
what  he  had  done  to  support 
these  groups,  he  produced  a  letter 
from  Oct.  28,  2004  that  was  sent 
to  Acting  Planning  Director 
Dean  Macris  requesting  a  “scop¬ 
ing”  hearing  to  get  additional 
feedback  from  the  public  before 
an  Environmental  Impact  Report 
(EIR)  was  commissioned  for  the 
project. 

That’s  it.  There  was  nothing  to 
express  the  concerns  of  the 
neighbors  concerning  shadows, 
bulk  or  the  lack  of  parking  at  the 
site.  There  was  nothing  after  the 
EIR  was  prepared  for  the  project. 

As  well,  the  real  motives  for 
requesting  the  hearing  could  be 
contained  at  the  end  of  the  letter, 
which  states:  “A  public  airing  of 


these  issues  early  in  the  process, 
rather  than  putting  them  off  to  in¬ 
evitably  be  raised  in  an  appeal  of 
the  EIR,  seems  both  prudent  and 
perhaps  preventative  of  future 
delays.” 

The  fact  that  McGoldrick  was 
in  support  of  this  project  is  not  a 
crime  ...  but  vacating  his  posi¬ 
tion  as  an  honest  broker  working 
for  the  interests  of  all  residents 
was  wrong.  In  district  elections, 
where  other  supervisors  often  re¬ 
fer  city  residents  to  seek  redress 
from  their  own  supervisor,  indi¬ 
viduals  are  shut  out  of  the  pro¬ 
cess  if  their  supervisor  is  not 
willing  to  be  an  honest  broker. 

McGoldrick  ignored  the 
groups  seeking  his  support  for 
the  project  and  instead  attended  a 
meeting  of  the  SF  Organizing 
Project,  sponsored  by  the  Star  of 
the  Sea  Catholic  Church. 

The  Organizing  Project  puts 
politicians  and  bureaucrats  on 
stage  and  has  an  array  of  prede¬ 
termined  people  ask  specific 
questions  to  solidify  support  for 
their  positions.  No  one  is  allowed 
to  speak  at  the  meetings,  unless 
they  are  a  part  of  the  program. 
The  dog-and-pony  show  might 
be  good  for  pushing  projects  the 
Organizing  Project  wants  to 
move  forward,  but  is  contrary  to 
a  democratic  process  where  di¬ 
verse  and  sometimes  opposing 
viewpoints  are  expressed. 

No  one  can  argue  that  senior 
housing  is  needed  in  the  City  or 
that  the  IOA  and  Bridge  are  fan¬ 
tastic  non-profit  service 
providers.  But  the  heavy-handed 
way  the  matter  was  handled  left  a 
bad  taste  in  many  peoples’ 
mouths  and,  like  it  or  not,  set  a 
precedent  for  massive  construc¬ 
tion  projects  along  Geary 
Boulevard. 

In  the  end,  the  SF  Planning 
Commission  voted  to  approve 
the  EIR  and  move  the  project 
forward  after  the  height  was  al¬ 
tered  slightly  with  setbacks  and 
several  dozen  parking  spaces 
were  added. 

Hurting  the  Poor,  Middle 
Class  and  Families  with 
Taxes,  Fees  and  Fines 

McGoldrick  has  voted  for  just 
about  every  tax,  fine  and  fee  pro¬ 
posed  at  the  Board  of 
Supervisors.  Despite  having  a 
nearly  $6  billion  budget,  more 
than  the  total  budgets  of  some  20 
states,  the  supervisor  constantly 
pushes  for  more  and  more  rev¬ 
enue  to  support  a  bloated  govern¬ 
ment  bureaucracy.  Those  actions 
are  regressive  on  the  poor,  mid¬ 
dle  class  and  families  because  it 
takes  a  larger  percentage  of  their 
earnings. 

Rather  than  cut  fat  out  of  the 
budget,  which  takes  time  and  ef¬ 
fort,  McGoldrick  thinks  nothing 
of  heaping  additional  expenses 
on  those  who  can  least  afford  it. 
Anyone  who  has  paid  a  meter  to 
park  or  accidentally  gotten  a 
parking  ticket  recently  knows 
how  the  prices  have  gone  up  as¬ 
tronomically. 

A  few  of  the  highlights  of  his 
legislative  actions  include: 

•  McGoldrick  proposed  mak¬ 
ing  the  downtown  area  of  the  city 
off  limits  to  anyone  who  can  not 
afford  to  pay  for  the  privilege. 
After  meeting  with  London’s  so¬ 
cialist  mayor,  McGoldrick  ar¬ 
ranged  for  the  SF  County 
Transportation  Authority  to  in¬ 
vestigate  the  possibility. 

McGoldrick  donated  some 
$260,000  in  local  funds  and  had 
the  Transportation  Authority  ap¬ 
ply  for  a  $1  million  grant  to 
study  the  proposal. 

Charging  people  to  drive 


downtown  will  disproportionate¬ 
ly  affect  the  working  poor,  who 
can  not  afford  to  pay  fees  to 
drive  downtown.  (You  can  bet 
the  wealthy  bankers,  stockbro¬ 
kers  and  others  who  can  afford  it 
will  continue  to  drive  and  park 
downtown.) 

McGoldrick,  as  part  of  a  ma¬ 
jority  of  supervisors  on  the  board 
who  have  the  nerve  to  call  them¬ 
selves  “progressives,”  are  the 
most  “regressive”  legislators  on 
the  face  of  the  planet.  They  are 
culpable  for  driving  the  poor,  mi¬ 
norities  and  families  out  of  the 
City. 

The  report  banning  traffic 
downtown  is  still  being  compiled 
by  the  TA. 

•  McGoldrick  initiated  legisla¬ 
tion  to  reduce  the  cost  of  a  Muni 
Fast  Pass  for  adults  aged  18  to 
24,  which  would  have  cost  city 
taxpayers  about  $5.7  million  a 
year. 

At  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
the  measure  was  whittled  down 
to  include  only  18  to  21  year 
olds.  The  action  will  cost  the 
City  about  $3. 1  a  year  -  money 
that  will  be  added  to  Muni’s  cur¬ 
rent  operating  budget. 

Muni,  which  is  predicting  an 
$11  million-plus  deficit  this  year 
and  larger  deficits  over  the  next 
two  years,  will  have  a  further 
deficit  to  deal  with  because  of  the 
discounted  Fast  Pass. 

Muni  determines  the  cost  of 
parking  meter  rates,  and  prices 
charged  to  park  in  the  city’s  park¬ 
ing  garages  as  part  of  its  budget¬ 
making  process.  It  makes  its  rec¬ 
ommendations  to  the  supervisors, 
who  have  to  balance  the  budget. 
Expect  those  taxes  to  increase 
because  of  the  transit  agency’s 
budget  deficit  -  a  deficit  that  has 
been  further  exacerbated  by 
McGoldrick’s  free-ride  proposal. 

The  legislation  was  heard  in 
the  supervisor’s  City  Operations 
and  Neighborhood  Services 
Committee,  which  is  comprised 
of  McGoldrick  and  supervisors 
Ed  Jew  and  Michela  Alioto-Pier. 
Because  Alioto-Pier  was  not  at 
the  hearing,  Jew  moved  that  the 
item  be  postponed  for  one  week 
because  he  was  concerned  about 
adding  expenses  to  a  budget 
deficit  without  identifying  ways 
to  pay  for  the  free  Fast  Passes. 

Fearing  Jew  and  Alioto-Pier 
might  not  support  his  legislation 
by  moving  it  to  the  full  board, 
McGoldrick  engineered  a  coup 
by  getting  the  signatures  of  three 
other  supervisors  -  Chris  Daly, 
Tom  Ammiano  and  Ross 
Mirkirimi  -  so  that  the  item 
could  bypass  the  committee  pro¬ 
cess  and  be  moved  to  the  full 
board.  When  McGoldrick  doesn’t 
like  opposition  from  members  of 
the  board,  he  pulls  a  fast  one  to 


circumvent  it. 

“Is  this  what  my  colleagues 
mean  when  they  talk  about  sun¬ 
shine  and  open  government?” 
Jew  asked  in  an  op-ed  column  in 
the  SF  Examiner. 

“No  prudent  legislative  body 
should  gamble  a  probable  city 
loss  of  $5.7  million  against  a 
hope  and  a  prayer  that  people 
will  stop  driving  and  take  an  in¬ 
creasingly  unreliable  Muni,”  Jew 
said. 

•  Don’t  leave  those  garbage 
cans  on  the  street. 

Legislation  sponsored  by 
McGoldrick  levies  a  $100  fine  on 
anyone  who  leaves  their  garbage 
cans  on  the  streets  more  than  24 
hours  after  their  scheduled  pick¬ 
up  time. 

Attacks  on  Business: 

McGoldrick  also  attacks  busi¬ 
nesses  on  a  regular  basis  to  ex¬ 
tract  even  more  money  to  feed 
the  always  ravenous  government 
and  its  many  programs. 

These  attacks  raise  the  price 
of  products  and  services  in  the 
City  -  again  disproportionately 
taking  money  from  those  who 
can  least  afford  it. 

A  few  of  his  attacks  on  busi¬ 
ness  include: 

•  McGoldrick  voted  to  raise 
taxes  on  businesses  by  mandat¬ 
ing  they  provide  money  for 
health  insurance  for  the  unin¬ 
sured  in  the  City; 

•  He  voted  to  grant  paid  sick 
leave  for  the  employees  of  pri¬ 
vate  enterprises  in  the  City, 
whether  they  need  it  or  not; 

•  He  earned  the  ire  of  restau¬ 
rateurs  and  small  business  own¬ 
ers  when  he  proposed  a  tax  for 
those  who  use  valet  parking  for 
their  customers; 

•  He  proposed  raising  the  fees 
for  the  city’s  sidewalk  flower  op¬ 
erators  and  called  for  taking 
away  their  permits  in  the  case  of 
death,  a  move  that  was  seen  as 
petty  and  vindictive  against  long¬ 
standing  businesses. 

Summary 

The  District  1  supervisor  has 
continually  worked  against  the 
interests  of  the  people  he  is  sup¬ 
posed  to  represent. 

The  streets  of  the  Richmond 
have  never  been  dirtier,  or  filled 
with  potholes,  than  they  are  now 
and  our  traffic  lights  have  not 
been  working  properly  on  Geary 
Boulevard  for  months,  snarling 
weekday  commutes. 

When  McGoldrick  refuses  to 
support  the  people  who  elected 
him,  or  continually  takes  actions 
that  hurt  them,  or  acts  unethically 
while  representing  them,  he 
needs  to  be  removed  from  office.

In  addition,  the  plan  also  ex¬ 
empts  construction  and  requires 
traffic  restrictions  on  environ¬ 
mentally  sensitive  areas  on  the 
42-acre  site,  including-  an  area 
known  as  Battery  Caulfield. 

The  plan  was  presented  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Planning 
Association  for  the  Richmond 
(PAR)  on  April  25.  The  unveiling 
represents  the  last  phase  of  a  pro¬ 
cess  that  included  many  public 
workshops  and  participation  by 
the  mayor’s  office,  city  supervi¬ 
sors  Jake  McGoldrick  and 
Michela  Alioto-Pier  and 
Representative  Nancy  Pelosi’s 
office.  No  further  changes  will  be 
considered. 

“At  this  point,  any  changes 
that  come  about  will  be  through 


litigation,”  said  Ron  Miguel, 
president  of  PAR. 

A  spokesman  for  Forest  City 
Development,  the  developer  se¬ 
lected  for  the  project,  provided  a 
summary  of  the  key  points  of  the 
plan. 

Included  will  be  the  demoli¬ 
tion  of  the  two  wings  added  to 
the  facility  in  the  ’50s,  construc¬ 
tion  of  a  new  residential  building 
behind  the  hospital,  restoration  of 
the  main  hospital  building  and 
other  historical  buildings,  and  in¬ 
tegrating  natural  design  features 
to  create  a  park-like  landscape  to 
the  property. 

Architectural  drawings  will 
take  approximately  one  year  to 
complete  and  construction,  esti¬ 
mated  to  take  two  years,  will  be¬ 
gin  soon  after  that.  Forest  City 
Development  recently  completed 


the  San  Francisco  Ferry 
Building’s  restoration. 

The  sprawling  medical  facili¬ 
ty,  originally  constructed  in  1875 
and  sometimes  known  as  the 
Merchant  Marine  Hospital,  was 
part  of  the  Presidio  Army  Post 
and  used  for  many  years  to  care 
for  military  personnel.  The  hos¬ 
pital  was  rebuilt  in  1932  after  an 
extensive  fire.  The  hospital  offi¬ 
cially  closed  in  1981.  It  has  been 
vacant  since  that  date,  except  for 
occasional  temporary  tenants. 

The  facility  is  part  of  the 
1 200-acre  Presidio,  which  is  gov¬ 
erned  by  the  Presidio  Trust,  a 
body  created  by  Congress  in 
1996  to  manage  the  property  af¬ 
ter  the  Army  abandoned  the  site 
in  1994. 

Currently,  it  is  home  to  2,400 
residents  and  175  organizations 
employing  2,000  people. 
Because  the  Presidio  has  more 
than  70,000  trees,  13  native  plant

communities  and  the  last  free- 
flowing  stream  in  San  Francisco, 
environmental  groups  have  been 
actively  involved  in  its  manage¬ 
ment. 

One  of  the  key  points  of  con¬ 
tention  between  the  Trust  and 
neighborhood  groups  was  the 
property’s  yearly  lease  fee.  The 
Trust,  as  part  of  its  mandate,  is 
trying  to  achieve  financial  inde¬ 
pendence  by  2013. 

Neighbors  felt  a  larger  devel¬ 
opment  that  would  produce  more 
rental  income  -  up  to  $1  million 
per  year  projected  at  one  point  - 
would  drive  the  process  to  deter¬ 
mine  a  developer. 

Although  the  plan  selected  is 


significantly  smaller  in  scope 
than  the  other  alternatives,  it  will 
still  generate  approximately 
$3.52  million  by  2010,  according 
to  current  projections. 

“Who  will  live  in  the  rental 
units  is  still  a  little  bit  away,” 
said  Tia  Lombardi,  head  of  the 
Trust’s  Public  Affairs  Office, 
“but  it  has  been  the  policy  of  the 
Presidio  Trust  to  give  priority  for 
renting  the  housing  units  to  those 
employed  at  the  Presidio.”

they  felt  a  negotiated  settlement 
was  better  than  risking  losing  the 
battle;  which  would  have  left  the 
roads  in  the  park  closed  year- 
round. 

“Everyone  went  into  the  nego¬ 
tiations  trying  to  avoid  a  ballot 
fight,”  Miguel  said.  "Rather  than 
risk  losing  everything  ...  it  was 
better  to  see  what  is  going  to 
happen  when  the  Academy  re¬ 
opens.” 

The  California  Academy  of 
Sciences  is  expected  to  reopen  in 
the  park  in  about  a  year.  The 
Academy  draws  two  to  three 
times  the  number  of  visitors  as 
the  de  Young  Museum. 

“The  coalition  reluctantly 
agreed  to  the  compromise  plan  as 
a  least-worse  result,”  said 
Stratton,  who  said  she  was  in 
contact  with  other  members  of 
the  North  Park  Neighbors  via  e- 
mail  during  the  negotiations. 
“Most  of  us  wanted  to  avoid  a 


lengthy  battle  at  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  and  the  ballot  box.” 

At  a  press  conference  on  the 
steps  of  City  Hall  Feb.  27, 
Supervisor  Tom  Ammiano  inti¬ 
mated  that  the  supervisors  would 
take  the  issue  back  to  the  ballot  if 
it  did  not  pass  at  the  board  the 
second  time  around.  Any  four  su¬ 
pervisors  can  pen  their  signatures 
to  a  ballot  proposition  and  put  it 
on  the  ballot. 

The  SF  Bicycle  Coalition 
touted  the  compromise  measure 
as  a  win  for  city  residents. 

“The  compromise  is  not  ev¬ 
erything  that  the  park  users  de¬ 
serve,  but  it  is  an  important  step 
toward  creating  safe,  accessible 
car-free  space  in  a  popular  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  park,”  said  Leah 
Shahum,  a  member  of  the  coali¬ 
tion. 

The  first  Saturday  of  the  park 
closure  will  be  held  on  May  26, 
during  the  Memorial  Day  week¬ 
end.

A  Richmond  District  woman 
got  a  telephone  call. 

“Hey,  this  is  Karen.  Sorry  I 
missed  you  -  get  back  to  us 
quickly.  I  have  something  impor¬ 
tant  to  tell  you.”  Then  she  repeat¬ 
ed  a  telephone  number  beginning 
with  the  area  code  809. 

The  phone  call  is  part  of  scam 
being  perpetuated  on  unsuspect¬ 
ing  people  who  take  the  time  to 
return  the  call. 

According  to  AT&T,  individu¬ 
als  should  never  call  the  809  area 
code  unless  they  know  for  sure 
who  is  at  the  other  end. 
Scammers  are  using  the  code  to 
bilk  unsuspecting  callers  out  of

hundreds,  if  not  thousands,  of 
dollars. 

The  scammers  often  say  they 
have  information  about  a  family 
member  who  has  been  ill  or  to 
tell  you  someone  has  been  arrest¬ 
ed,  died,  or  that  someone  has 
won  a  wonderful  prize. 

Unfortunately,  many  people 
unknowingly  return  these  calls, 
where  they  can  be  billed  for  up  to 
$2,425  per-minute,  even  if  they 
get  a  recording.  The  longer  the 
caller  stays  on  the  line,  the  more 
they  are  charged  -  some  callers 
have  been  billed  as  much  as 
$24,000  for  their  call. 

The  809  area  code  is  located 
in  the  British  Virgin  Islands  (the 
Bahamas),  where  U.S.  compa¬ 
nies  have  little  control. 

According  to  AT&T  Field 
Service  Manager  Sandi  Van 
Handel,  if  an  individual  com¬ 
plains,  both  the  local  phone  com¬ 
pany  and  long  distance  carriers 
do  not  want  to  get  involved  and 
will  most  likely  tell  the  victim 
that  they  are  simply  providing 
the  billing  for  a  foreign  company. 
The  victim  then  ends  up  dealing 
with  the  foreign  company,  which 
argues  they  are  innocent.

On 
May  17,  Bike  to  Work  Day  will 
unofficially  mark  our  campaign 
when  we  join  with  the  SF 
Bicycle  Coalition  and  city  offi¬ 
cials  to  encourage  everyone  to 
ride  their  bike  and  support  the 
two-wheeled  way. 

In  our  district,  a  concern  by 


many  residents  is  that  bicyclists, 
motorists  and  pedestrians  don’t 
obey  the  laws,  respect  one  anoth¬ 
er  and  safely  share  the  roadway. 
One  example  is  when  bicyclists 
ride  on  the  sidewalk,  especially 
along  merchant  corridors. 
Beginning  May  17,  beat  officers, 
patrol  officers  and  residents  will 
be  passing  out  bicycle  safety  fly¬ 
ers  as  part  of  our  bicycle  safety 
campaign.  The  handy  flyer  will 
provide  safety  tips  for  bicyclists 
and  motorists  and  include  viola¬ 
tions  of  the  law.  You  may  come 
by  Richmond  Station  to  pick  up 
flyers  in  the  lobby.  On 
Wednesday,  May  30,  the  Senior 
Action  Network  (SAN)  will 
sponsor  the  Richmond  District 
“Sidewalks  are  for  Pedestrians” 
campaign  at  12:30  p.m.  at 
Arguello  and  Geary  boulevards.

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Lafayette  Elementary  School 
wins  academic  honors

Lafayette  Elementary  School, 
located  at  Anza  Street  and  37th 
Avenue,  has  received  two  awards 
of  recognition  from  the  state  of 
California  in  the  past  year.  The 
honors  award  the  school  for  such 
accomplishments  as  high 
Academic  Performance  Indexes 
(API)  and  providing  an  excep¬ 
tional  learning  environment  for 
children  of  all  ethnicities,  social 
upbringings  and  intellectual  ca¬ 
pabilities. 

Only  one  other  school  in  the 
city  -  Sunset  Elementary  in  the 
Outer  Sunset  District  -  has  re¬ 
ceived  the  California  Distin¬ 
guished  Schools  Award  (CDSA), 
which  is  granted  every  year  to 
select  public  institutions  through¬ 
out  the  state.  Next  year,  middle 
schools  and  high  schools  will  be 
eligible  for  the  honor.  The  year 
after,  elementary  schools  will  be 
eligible  once  again. 

Recipients  of  the  CDSA  are 
initially  judged  as  eligible  based 
on  the  school’s  collective  API 
scores,  which  must  average 
above  800.  The  highest  individu¬ 
al  score  possible  is  1,000.  If  in¬ 
terested  in  receiving  the  award, 
the  school  must  then  produce  a 
lengthy  report  detailing  its  apti¬ 
tude  in  its  curriculum  standards, 
parent  involvement,  professional 
development,  school  philoso¬ 
phies,  community  involvement, 
after-school  programs  and  sever¬ 
al  other  fields. 

“We’re  thankful  that  standard¬ 
ized  test  scores  have  increased, 
but  good  education  is  about  a  lot 
more  than  that,”  said  Ruby 
Brown,  principal  of  Lafayette. 
“You’d  be  surprised  at  the  gifts 
some  of  these  kids  have  who 
may  not  do  as  well  academically, 
but  boy  do  they  shine  at  singing, 
or  art,  or  some  of  the  other  skills 
people  are  beginning  to  recog¬ 
nize.” 

Michael  Baumstein,  chair  of 
the  School  Site  Council  and  fa¬ 
ther  of  a  Lafayette  second-grader, 
led  the  application  process  for 
the  awards.  It  began  in 
November  2005,  and  involved 


In  an  afternoon  ceremony  on 
March  30,  a  patient  transport  cart 
was  donated  to  Fort  Miley 
Veterans’  Hospital  by  the  La 
Puerto  de  Oro  chapter  of  the 
Daughters  of  the  American 
Revolution  (DAR).

months  of  research,  interviews 
and  observations  of  school  activ¬ 
ities.  In  spite  of  the  honor  of  be¬ 
ing  recognized,  Baumstein  said 
that  was  not  the  school’s  ultimate 
impetus. 

“It’s  nice  to  have  the  recogni¬ 
tion  but  it’s  not  really  necessary. 
We’re  honestly  all  about  educa¬ 
tion  and  the  students.  If  it’s  good 
for  them,  it’s  good  for  us,”  he 
said. 

The  second  honor  received  by 
Lafayette  is  the  Title- 1  Academic 
Achievement  Award,  which  rec¬ 
ognizes  high  scores  on  the  API 
with  specific  consideration  for 
the  accomplishments  of  children 
in  sub-groups,  including  Filipino, 
Latino,  African  American, 
Alaskan  Native,  students  with 
disabilities  and  English  language 
learners. 

“It  was  a  similar  but  more  fo¬ 
cused  process,”  Baumstein  said. 

Brown  promotes  involvement 
of  families  in  school  protocol 
while  employing  a  philosophy  of 
flexibility  in  managing  her  410 
pre-K  through  fifth  grade  stu¬ 
dents.  She  believes  that  old-fash¬ 
ioned  teaching  tactics  are  no 
longer  effective  in  the  public 
school  system. 

“It’s  not  like  it  was  when  I 
was  little,  when  we  had  to  look 


decorated  veteran  who  has  used  a 
wheelchair  since  sustaining  in¬ 
juries  during  the  Vietnam  War, 
was  the  first  to  try  out  the  new 
cart,  which  is  used  to  transport 
wheelchair  patients  along  with 
medical  apparatus. 

Many  state  officers  of  the 
DAR,  including  state  Regent 
Ann  Lampman  and  members  of 
local  VFW  chapters,  were  in  at¬ 
tendance  and  took  turns  driving 
and  riding  the  cart.

straight  ahead  and  keep  both  feet 
on  the  floor,”  Brown  said.  “You 
achieve  real  goals  not  by  being 
so  strict  that  the  kids  look  like  lit¬ 
tle  soldiers.  That  doesn’t  work 
anymore.  You  want  structure,  but 
you  also  want  flexibility,  and  al¬ 
though  we  have  priorities,  how 
each  child  is  going  to  meet  those 
priorities  is  what  we  work  to  ad¬ 
dress.’ 

Brown  and  the  school  faculty, 
in  cooperation  with  parents  and 
families  of  the  students,  have  de¬ 
vised  progressive  means  in  the 
past  several  years  to  enhance  the 
learning  environment  at 
Lafayette.  A  teacher-student 
mentoring  system,  a  family-to- 
family  guidance  program,  and 
daily  homework  tutoring  sessions 
to  make  sure  that  all  students  go 
home  after  school  equally  pre¬ 
pared  have  contributed  to  the 
school’s  reputation  of  excellence. 

“Lots  of  times,”  said  Brown, 
“high  academic  achievement  is 
due  to  parent  presence  at  home 
and  at  school,  but  we’re  making 
sure  that  students  of  parents  who 
can’t  keep  a  presence  also  have  a 
chance  to  succeed.” 

Twenty-four  elementary 
schools  in  San  Francisco  applied 
for  the  CDSA  and  were  denied, 
yet  no  competition  has  come  be¬ 
tween  them  and  Lafayette,  said 
Baumstein. 

“At  the  end,  it’s  one  city  and 
one  school  system,”  Baumstein 
said.  “That’s  what  matters,  and 
we  feel  pretty  good  about  getting 
San  Francisco  back  on  the  map 
of  distinguished  schools.” 

“For  us  and  San  Francisco, 
this  is  a  great  thing  to  build  on,” 
said  Baumstein.  “We  see  this  as  a 
great  starting  point,  not  an  end¬ 
ing  point.  We’ve  looked  at  where 
there  are  soft  spots  for  improve¬ 
ment,  and  we’ve  laid  out  steps  to 
get  even  better.  There  are  a  few 
good  things  on  the  drawing  board 
for  next  year.”

Compromise,  compromise, 
compromise!  I  am  delighted  that 
a  compromise  has  been  reached 
over  the  decades-long  debate  to 
open  part  of  John  F.  Kennedy 
Drive  for  recreational  uses  in 
Golden  Gate  Park.  I  am  so  proud 
and  thankful  to  all  sides  of  the  is¬ 
sue  for  sitting  down  for  many 
long  hours  last  month  to  come  up 
with  a  solution  that  is  good  for 
everyone.  I  am  especially  thank¬ 
ful  to  the  mayor,  his  staff  and  my 
staff  for  setting  an  example  of 
good  governance. 

The  groups  represented  at  the 
negotiations  consisted  of  a  wide 
variety  of  interests,  including: 
The  Sierra  Club;  ARC; 
Protection  and  Advocacy  Inc.; 
San  Francisco  Bicycle  Coalition; 
Park  Access  for  All;  Walk  SF; 
Planning  Association  for  the 
Richmond;  M.H.  de  Young 
Memorial  Museum;  California 
Academy  of  Sciences;  and 
California  Outdoor  Rollersports 
Association. 

The  compromise  is  about  half 
of  what  the  proponents  of 
“healthy  Saturdays”  were  asking 
for,  and  for  only  six  months  of 
each  year.  The  new  proposal  for 
Saturday  is  to  close  JFK  Drive 
between  Hagiwara  Tea  Garden 
Drive  (west  of  Eighth  Avenue)  to 
Transverse  Drive  (approximately 
19th  Avenue),  from  the  first 
Saturday  in  April  through  the 
first  Saturday  in  May  every  year. 

Also,  Middle  Drive  West  from 
Metson  Road  to  Transverse 
Drive,  which  is  already  closed  to 
vehicular  traffic  every  day,  will 
undergo  much-needed  capital  im¬ 
provements.  These  improve¬ 
ments  are  intended  to  enhance 
recreational  uses  in  this  area  for 
all  park  users.  The  SF  Recreation 
and  Park  Department  shall  devel¬ 
op  plans  for  this  area  in  partner¬ 
ship  with  private  philanthropic 
interests.  The  plans  will  be  based 
on  community  input  from  park 
users  and  neighbors. 

Update  on  the  Geary  BRT 
Project 

The  SF  County  Transportation 
Authority  has  completed  the 
Geary  Corridor  Bus  Rapid 
Transit  (BRT)  Study,  which  finds 
that  several  potential  BRT  de¬ 
signs  could  provide  significant 
transit  performance  benefits  at  an 
affordable  cost,  and  with  man¬ 
ageable  impacts.  Transit  riders 
would  benefit  from  27-31  per¬ 
cent  faster  travel  times  on  Geary, 
and  more  reliable  transit  service 
between  home  and  work,  school, 
or  shopping.  BRT  is  a  key  initia¬ 


tive  in  the  City’s  strategy  to  im¬ 
prove  transit  service  and  increase 
system  efficiency.  The  federal 
government  is  investing  sizable 
amounts  of  funding  in  BRT  na¬ 
tionwide,  as  a  cost-effective  and 
relatively  fast  way  to  provide 
rapid  transit  and  reduce  conges¬ 
tion  on  city  streets. 

Geary  BRT  would  benefit 
more  than  50,000  daily  transit 
riders,  and  potential  new  riders 
who  would  switch  from  automo¬ 
bile  use,  in  many  ways.  The  pro¬ 
gram  reduces  travel  time,  in¬ 
creases  reliability  and  improves 
passenger  comfort  and  conve¬ 
nience  through  a  package  of 
high-quality  street  treatments  and 
technology  components. 

Together  with  BRT  on  Van 
Ness  Avenue  and  other  transit 
preferential  streets,  Geary  will 
eventually  link  into  a  citywide 
rapid  transit  network  that  pro¬ 
vides  fast,  reliable  and  attractive 
transit  service  that  is  easier  to 
use.  This  is  essential  if  we  are  to 
keep  congestion  at  bay  and  en¬ 
able  our  city  to  grow. 

Businesses  may  worry  about 
construction  impacts,  but  BRT 
can  be  built  in  a  relatively  short 
time-frame  and  with  less  intru¬ 
sive  methods  than  light  rail. 
Construction  is  fairly  straightfor¬ 
ward,  and  can  be  conducted  a 
few  blocks  at  a  time,  with  each 
segment  taking  just  a  few  months 
to  complete.  Contrary  to  myths 


Lyme  disease,  a  bacterial  in¬ 
fection  that  is  carried  by  ticks, 
was  recently  discovered  in  San 
Francisco. 

Testing  is  now  going  on  to  de¬ 
termine  if  two  individuals  have 
the  disease  -  they  have  the  symp¬ 
toms.  One  was  bitten  in  Golden 
Gate  Park,  on  a  hill  above  the 
children’s  playground  on  Martin 
Luther  King  Jr.  Way  and  18th 
Avenue,  and  the  other  case  was 
in  Glen  Park.  As  well,  a  tick  was 
discovered  near  the  public  re¬ 
stroom  at  48th  Avenue  and 
Taraval  Street. 

Symptoms  of  the  disease  man¬ 
ifest  themselves  throughout  the 
entire  body,  including  flu-like 
symptoms,  a  bulls-eye  rash,  mus¬ 
cle  and  joint  pain,  fatigue,  insom¬ 
nia  and  a  sensitivity  to  chemicals 
and  fight  and  sound.  There  is  no 
cure  for  the  disease. 

Ticks  are  small  insects  that  at¬ 
tach  themselves  to  a  host  and 
suck  their  blood.  The  best  protec- 


of  significant  parking  losses,  esti¬ 
mates  predict  that  with  mitiga¬ 
tions  some  alternatives  would  re¬ 
sult  in  a  loss  of  fewer  than  40  of 
Geary’s  more  than  1,000  spaces 
-  one  alternative  even  results  in  a 
net  gain  of  160  spaces. 

Geary  BRT  is  a  comprehen¬ 
sive  solution,  not  catering  solely 
to  public  transit  users. 
Pedestrians  would  experience 
safer  and  more  pleasant  walking 
conditions  with  shorter  and  more 
visible  crossings.  If  you’ve  driv¬ 
en  on  Geary,  you  know  that  the 
outside  lane  basically  serves  as  a 
bus-only  lane  right  now.  Drivers 
would  benefit  from  eliminating 
conflicts  caused  by  getting  stuck 
behind  buses  that  make  frequent 
stops,  speeding  up  travel  for  ev¬ 
eryone  on  Geary.  The  project 
would  also  include  landscaping 
and  other  streetscape  enhance¬ 
ments  to  improve  the  look  and 
feel  of  Geary,  and  encourage 
people  to  visit,  walk,  dine  and 
shop  in  Geary's  many  neighbor¬ 
hoods  like  the  Richmond  and 
Japan  town. 

Though  the  BRT  feasibility 
study  has  concluded,  analysis  has 
not  ended  nor  have  opportunities 
to  get  involved.  The  study  rec¬ 
ommends  initiating  an  environ¬ 
mental  analysis  to  refine  alterna¬ 
tive  designs,  further  understand 
potential  benefits  and  impacts, 
and  develop  possible  mitigation 
plans.  Through  more  technical 
analysis  and  public  input,  this 
process  would  help  us  to  under¬ 
stand  whether  to  build  a  Geary 
BRT  fine  and,  if  so,  what  alterna¬ 
tive  would  deliver  the  greatest 
benefits  to  Geary  riders,  neigh¬ 
borhood  residents,  businesses 
and  shoppers.

Statistically  speaking 


As  most  of  my  readers  of  this 
column  know  by  now,  I  tend  to 
write  on  what  I  feel  is  the  most 
relevant  real  estate  topic  at  the 
moment.  I  get  my  ideas  from  the 
people  I  talk  to  every  day.  If  cer¬ 
tain  questions  come  up  often, 
that  becomes  the  column  of  the 
month! 

Lately,  I  have  been  getting 
many  questions  on  published  sta¬ 
tistical  reports  and  how  the  num¬ 
bers  relate  to  our  marketplace. 
Why  are  the  newspapers  report¬ 
ing  that  the  real  estate  market  is 
depressed  and  I  have  been  get¬ 
ting  beaten  out  so  many  times 
when  making  offers?  Why  is  the 
media  reporting  that  sales  are 
down  and  yet  I  cannot  negotiate 
on  properties?  Why  is  the  median 
sales  price  going  up  when  sales 
are  going  down? 

The  answers  to  these  ques¬ 
tions  lie  in  the  interpretation  of 
statistical  data.  For  someone  who 
is  not  familiar  with  the  local  real 
estate  market  and  is  purely  exam¬ 
ining  and  analyzing  data,  he  or 
she  will  come  to  the  wrong  con¬ 
clusions.  So,  let’s  look  at  several 
statistics  that  are  commonly  used 
in  our  industry  to  make  sure  we 
come  away  with  the  right  analy¬ 
sis  when  we  review  the  data. 

The  average  sales  price  is 
computed  by  adding  all  the  sales 
prices  and  dividing  by  the  num¬ 
ber  of  sales  that  occurred.  Some 
reports  use  this  number  as  indica¬ 
tions  of  whether  home  prices  are 
going  up  and  down.  The  pitfall  of 
this  is  that  if  a  certain  segment  of 
the  market  does  well,  the  analy¬ 
sis  will  be  skewed.  For  example, 
if  more  high-end  homes  are  sold 
one  year  than  another,  then  the 
average  will  be  much  higher.  If 
the  first-time  home  market  is  hot, 
and  high-end  homes  are  not  sell¬ 
ing,  the  average  will  be  down. 

The  median  sales  price  num¬ 
ber  attempts  to  address  this  pit- 
fall.  The  median  is  defined  as  the 
middle  sale  where  half  of  the 
sales  are  above  this  number  and 
half  below.  For  example,  if  there 
are  five  sales  at  $750,000, 
$760,000,  $775,000,  $925,000 
and  $999,000,  the  median  would 
be  $775,000.  As  you  can  see,  it  is 
different  from  the  average  of 
$842,000.  Most  economists  will 
use  the  median  price  as  a  better

indication  of  price  movement, 
but  it  can  still  lead  to  incorrect 
conclusions  at  times  because 
there  are  micro-economies  within 
the  real  estate  market.  Prices  in 
some  areas  can  be  moving  up 
while  a  few  miles  away,  they  are 
moving  down. 

Even  a  simple  statistic  like  the 
number  of  sales  can  be  subject  to 
interpretation  and  is  many  times 
misinterpreted.  Many  organiza¬ 
tions  publish  annual  sales  fore¬ 
casts  and  comment  that  the  mar¬ 
ket  will  be  down  20  percent  in 
sales  this  year,  making  it  sound 
like  the  real  estate  market  will  be 
depressed  and  prices  will  be 
falling.  ■ 

Then,  at  the  end  of  the  year 
the  data  might  show  that  the 
number  of  sales  did  indeed  fall 
20  percent  from  last  year,  and  yet 
prices  are  up  10  percent.  How 
can  that  be?  Economically,  that 


does  not  make  sense  since  a 
slower  market  normally  leads  to 
price  cutting  and  lower  prices. 
What  the  stats  do  not  tell  is  that 
the  market  is  slower  because  sell¬ 
ers  are  not  putting  their  homes  on 
the  market,  and  thus  there  are 
fewer  sales.  It  is  not  because  the 
demand  is  not  there.  Thus,  with  a 
dwindling  supply  and  constant 
demand,  prices  increase. 

Another  statistically  signifi¬ 
cant  number  which  is  crucial  to 
real  estate  analysis  but  often 
much  harder  to  obtain  is  months 
of  inventory.  This  is  defined  as 
the  amount  of  time  it  takes  to  sell 
the  entire  housing  inventory  cur¬ 
rently  on  the  market.  Currently  in 
San  Francisco,  we  have  about 
two  months  of  inventory  on  the 
market,  a  historically  low  num¬ 
ber.  That  is  why  we  have  been 
seeing  a  torrid  market  this  year. 

In  some  of  the  outlying  areas,  we 
are  seeing  a  six  to  seven  months 
supply  of  homes  and  a  very  slow 
market. 

Also,  what  confuses  many 
people  is  the  need  to  consider  the 
source  of  the  publication  and  the 
data  sample  they  are  reporting 
on.  Some  people  will  try  to  apply 
national  data  to  the  local  market, 
which  can  be  quite  different. 

Statistical  data  does  not  lie.

Homeless  and  clean  streets 


As  the  Richmond  District 
community  organizer  with  the 
Safety  Network  Program  at 
Richmond  Area  Multi-Services, 
Inc.  (RAMS),  I  have  been  work¬ 
ing  with  the  Westside  Neighbors 
to  End  Homelessness,  to  advo¬ 
cate  for  the  enhancement  and  ex¬ 
pansion  of  resources  for  home¬ 
less  individuals,  and  the 
Community  Corridors 
Partnership  Program,  to  help 
make  the  district’s  streets  more 
clean  and  safe. 

The  Westside  Neighbors  to 
End  Homelessness  is  a  coalition 
of  residents  from  the  west  side  of 
San  Francisco  (Richmond  and 
Sunset  districts)  which  advocate 
for  and  serve  the  growing  num¬ 
bers  of  homeless  individuals  in 
the  districts.  Volunteers  from  the 
coalition  make  a  personal  con¬ 
nection  with  individuals,  connect 
them  to  city  services,  collaborate 
with  the  Rotary  Club  and  North 
Beach  Citizens  (homeless  re¬ 
source  center),  and  consult  with 
the  Richmond  Police  Station’s 
homeless  outreach  officers  and 
Homeless  Outreach  Team  (HOT) 
workers  for  additional  resources. 

Currently,  however,  the 
Richmond  and  Sunset  districts 
have  no  designated  HOT  workers 
and  only  two  assigned  homeless 
outreach  police  officers.  Consid¬ 
ering  that  these  districts  consti¬ 
tute  almost  half  the  city’s  region, 
there  is  hardly  adequate  re¬ 
sources  to  provide  enough  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  homeless  population. 

Thus,  the  Westside  Neighbors 
is  requesting  for  a  more  propor¬ 
tionate  distribution  of  resources 
by  expanding  the  existing  re¬ 
sources  for  the  west  side  of  the 
city.  The  coalition  has  made  two 


formal  requests  to  city  officials 
and  city  departments.  They  are 
briefly  summarized  as: 

•  City  Homeless  Outreach 
Team  workers  for  the  Sunset  and 
Richmond  districts.  At  present, 
the  city  provides  no  such  services 
to  the  west  side  (other  than  inter¬ 
mittent  activities  in  Golden  Gate 
Park  begun  last  fall.) 

•  Funding  to  support  a 
planning  project  to  develop  a 
public-private  partnership  for 
homeless  outreach  services  and  a 
resource  center  for  the  west  side. 

Members  of  the  coalition, 
also,  formally  discussed  these  re¬ 
quests,  goals  and  objectives  at 
the  Richmond  Community 
Coalition’s  quarterly  breakfast, 
with  supervisors  Jake  McGold- 
rick  and  Ed  Jew.  Overall,  the  re¬ 
sponse  has  been  positive,  but 
more  community  support  is 
needed.  Please  write  to  your  dis¬ 
trict  representatives  in  support  of 
the  coalition’s  requests  and  goals.

Another  project  that  I  have 
been  working  on  is  the 
Community  Corridors  Partner¬ 
ship  Program  with  the  SF 
Department  of  Public  Works 
(DPW),  to  raise  the  standard  of 
cleanliness  in  our  neighborhoods. 
This  citywide  program  serves  the 
Richmond  District  at  the  Inner 
Clement  Street  commercial  corri¬ 


dor  with  services  such  as  side¬ 
walk  sweeping  and  free  graffiti 
abatement.  Two  full-time  ambas¬ 
sadors  have  been  cleaning  the 
sidewalks  on  Clement  Street 
from  Arguello  to  10th  Avenue. 
But  this  pilot  program  is  only 
budgeted  from  October  2006  to 
June  2007. 

I  specifically  have  been  pro¬ 
moting  the  free  graffiti  abatement 
aspect.  Anyone  who  sees  graffiti 
on  public  or  private  property 
along  this  corridor  can  call  28- 
CFEAN  (or  3-1-1)  to  report  it. 
The  DPW  will  have  it  removed 
within  an  allotted  time. 

However,  complications  arise 
when  property  owners  have  not 
signed  a  release  form  giving  the 
City  permission  to  abate  graffiti 
on  their  property.  Merchants  or 
tenants  who  lease  the  property 
cannot  sign  this  authorization 
form.  Contacting  property  own¬ 
ers  who  don’t  reside  in  the  area 
or  are  unresponsive  to  mail  com¬ 
munications  has  been  difficult. 

Community  meetings  and 
merchant  walks  helped  spread 
the  word  to  Clement  Street  stake¬ 
holders  about  the  program  and  its 
benefits.  An  emphasis  has  been 
made  to  reach  merchants  so  they 
can  communicate  with  their  land¬ 
lords  about  the  program. 
Merchants  and  neighbors  slowly 
gained  awareness  and  noticed  the 
streets  being  cleaner  with  less 
trash.  These  are  all  positive  out¬ 
comes,  but  research  and  DPW’s 
experience  indicates  that  an  1 8- 
month  period  is  needed  to  make 
a  long-lasting  impact.  With  this 
program  only  being  funded  for 
nine  months,  the  program  cannot 
finish  what  it  is  set  out  to  do.

Tribute  to  CA 

Each  May,  we  celebrate  many 
events  in  California,  but  none  is 
more  important  than  California 
Peace  Officers’  Memorial  Day. 

Every  year  at  this  time,  we 
gather  together  to  honor  the 
memory  of  family  members  or 
close  friends  who  were  peace  of¬ 
ficers  slain  in  the  line  of  duty. 
This  year,  the  ceremonies  will  be 
held  on  May  3,  which  the  State 
Legislature  has  designated  as 
California  Peace  Officers’ 
Memorial  Day. 

Among  those  fallen  officers  to 
be  honored  this  year,  is  San 
Francisco  police  officer  Bryan 
Tuvera,  who  was  tragically  shot 
on  Dec.  22,  2006  by  a  felon  who 
escaped  from  a  fire  camp.  Before 
escaping  from  the  camp,  the  man 
responsible  for  Tuvera’s  death 
was  serving  a  six  year  prison 
sentence  for  second-degree  rob¬ 
bery  and  was  a  repeat  offender 
with  prior  convictions  for  grand 
theft,  receiving  stolen  goods  and 
being  a  felon  with  a  gun.  Every 
year  about  a  dozen  inmates  es¬ 
cape  from  the  fire  camps  to 
which  they  are  assigned. 

At  the  time  of  the  shooting, 
Tuvera  was  an  officer  at  Taraval 
Station  and  had  just  recently 
married  his  wife,  Salina. 

Earlier  this  year,  I  introduced 
legislation,  AB  439  -  The  Bryan 
Tuvera  Fire  Camp  Safety  Act  - 
to  require  prisoners  who  serve  on 
fire  crews  to  wear  electronic 
tracking  devices. 

The  legislation,  which  is 


peace  officers 

sponsored  by  the  SF  Police 
Officers  Association,  passed  out 
of  the  Assembly’s  Public  Safety 
Committee  with  a  unanimous 
vote.  During  the  hearing, 
Tuvera’s  mother  Sandy  provided 
the  committee  with  emotional 
testimony  in  support  of  the  bill 
and  on  the  need  for  us  to  never 
forget  the  sacrifice  that  her  son 
gave.  She  also  spoke  eloquently 
about  the  need  for  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Corrections  and  Rehab¬ 
ilitation  to  re-evaluate  the  types 
of  inmates  we  are  sending  to 
these  camps.  The  bill  is  currently 
in  the  Assembly  Appropriations 
Committee,  where  a  vote  is  ex¬ 
pected  sometime  in  May. 

Far  too  many  brave  men  and 
women  like  Tuvera,  who  chose 
law  enforcement  as  a  career, 
have  paid  the  ultimate  price.  It  is 
critically  important  that  those  of 
us  who  are  left  behind  recognize 
that  they  did  not  die  in  vain.  That 
is  why  we  also  revisit  their  mem¬ 
ories  each  year  on  this  particular 
day  and  reflect  on  their  courage 
and  sacrifice.  Their  tragic  loss 
will  not  be  forgotten. 

Ceremonies  honoring 
California’s  slain  peace  officers 
have  been  held  at  the  state 
Capitol  since  1977.  The  site  of 
this  year’s  ceremony  is  the  Peace 
Officers’  Memorial  monument, 
located  at  the  state  library  build¬ 
ing  at  10th  Street  and  Capitol 
Mall.  The  monument  is  the  result 
of  1985  legislation.  Senate  Bill 
329,  which  called  for  the  ap¬ 


pointment  of  a  nine-member 
commission  that  would  be  re¬ 
sponsible  for  constructing  an  ap¬ 
propriate  memorial  on  the 
grounds  of  the  Capitol  dedicated 
to  California  peace  officers  killed 
in  the  line  of  duty.  The  responsi¬ 
bility  of  raising  funds  to  pay  for 
the  memorial  was  also  given  to 
the  commission. 

The  memorial  represents  the 
evolution  of  California  law  en¬ 
forcement.  It  is  composed  of  stat¬ 
ues  depicting  an  1880s  sheriff,  a 
1930s  motorcycle  officer,  and  a 
contemporary  peace  officer  look¬ 
ing  at  a  grieving  woman,  who  is 


on  a  bench  trying  to  comfort  a 
distraught  child.  On  the  bench 
next  to  the  woman  is  an 
American  flag  folded  into  a  trian¬ 
gle.  Inscribed  on  the  front  of  the 
monument  are  the  words  “...  in 
the  line  of  duty.” 

When  he  dedicated  the  memo¬ 
rial,  then-Govemor  George 
Deukmejian  said,  “The  job  of  a 
peace  officer  is  perhaps  the  most 
difficult  and  challenging  of  all  in 
our  society.  We  are  very  thankful 
to  those  who  are  willing  to  risk 
injury  and  even  death  in  order  to 
provide  greater  protection  and 
safety  for  all  of  us.” 


This  year,  on  May  3,  we  will 
remember  Tuvera  and  the  other 
brave  officers  who  died  in  the 
line  of  duty  in  2006.  More  im¬ 
portantly,  we  will  carry  the  mem¬ 
ory  of  their  ultimate  sacrifice 
with  us  throughout  the  year.

Future  of  Health  Care  in  CA 


The  single  biggest  issue  that  the  state 
Legislature  will  address  in  2007  is 
California’s  health  care  system. 

The  most  significant  problems  with  our 
current  health  care  system  are  its  exorbi¬ 
tant  cost  and  operational  inefficiency. 

These  factors  work  to  exclude  many  aver¬ 
age  working  people  from  having  access  to 
essential  care.  Without  affordable  health 
care,  families  are  forced  to  depend  on 
emergency  rooms  for  basic  health  care  and 
struggle  with  exorbitant  bills,  while  our 
entire  economy  suffers.  This  has  created  a 
growing  crisis  for  patients,  health  care 
providers  and  taxpayers  alike. 

The  Problem  and  Resources 

Currently,  at  least  6.5  million 
Californians  are  uninsured,  and  many 
more  do  not  have  adequate  insurance.  This 
means  that  more  than  1  in  5  Californians 
do  not  have  access  to  preventative  care, 
medical  advice  and  basic  treatments,  and 
do  not  have  a  safety  net  if  they  become  se¬ 
riously  ill  or  gravely  injured. 

This  is  due  in  large  part  to  the  rising 
cost  of  health  care.  Health  insurance  pre¬ 
miums  have  risen  87  percent  since  the  year 
2000.  In  the  same  time  period,  wages  have 
increased  by  only  20  percent. 

The  problems  we  have  with  our  health 
care  system  do  not  stem  from  a  lack  of 
funding.  Californians  spend  $186  billion  a 
year  on  health  care.  This  is  more  than 
enough  to  cover  every  Californian. 

The  problem  is  that  30  percent  of  every 
health  care  dollar  is  spent  on  administra¬ 
tion.  There  is  paperwork  for  purchasing 
and  maintaining  your  insurance,  paper¬ 
work  and  processing  when  you  arrive  at 
the  doctor’s  office,  and  more  paperwork 
when  your  doctor’s  office  files  with  your 
insurance  company. 

The  only  reason  the  U.S.  seems  unable 
to  manage  universal  coverage  is  because 


of  our  exces¬ 
sively  ineffi¬ 
cient  system. 

Proposals 
and  Solution 

This  leg¬ 
islative  ses¬ 
sion,  many 
proposals 
have  been 
brought  forward  to  address  these  prob¬ 
lems. 

Insurance  market  reforms  could  help  to 
shape  the  insurance  industry  and  provide 
better  care  for  a  more  affordable  price. 
However,  these  reforms  are  a  piecemeal 
process  and  it  is  difficult  to  achieve  the  de¬ 
sired  solutions  by  applying  band-aids  one 
at  a  time  to  a  system  with  so  many  holes. 

Single-payer  health  insurance  is  the 
only  solution  on  the  table  that  will  address 
all  of  the  underlying  problems  with  our 
system.  Single-payer  healthcare  means 
that  one  entity  -  the  state  of  California  — 
would  be  responsible  for  providing  health 
care  for  its  citizens.  This  eliminates  the 
majority  of  the  paperwork  and  administra¬ 
tive  inefficiencies  and  eliminates  the  pow¬ 
er  the  drug  companies  have  to  charge 
small  medical  facilities  exorbitant  prices 
for  life-saving  medicines. 

Single-payer  health  care  is  financially 
smart.  Instead  of  using  30  percent  of  every 
dollar  on  administration,  the  state  can  re¬ 
quire  that  95  percent  of  each  dollar  be 
spent  on  care.  Instead  of  wasting  billions 
on  paperwork,  universal  health  care  will 
save  Californians  $25  billion  a  year  by 
simplifying  the  process. 

Single-payer  health  insurance  means 
that  the  state  can  leverage  economies  of 
scale  to  provide  greater  access  for  all. 
Costs  can  be  kept  low  because  California 
will  be  one  large  pool  of  people  able  to  ne¬ 
gotiate  competitive  prices  for  medical  ser¬ 
vices  and  life-saving  medicine. 

I  am  proud  to  be  a  co-author  of  Senate 
Bill  (SB)  840,  which  will  establish  a  uni¬ 
versal,  single-payer  health  care  system. 
California  has  always  been  a  leader  in 
ideas  and  progress.  It’s  time  to  lead  the 
way  once  again.
